States for the equipment and mainten- 


ance of troops. Forty-seven tillion, 
five hundred thousand dollars have been 
contributed by the States for bounties 
and extra pay and allowances to the 
families of volunteers. Thirty-four mill- 
ions more have been contributed by cit- 
ies for raising and recruiting regiments. 
Seventy-nine millions and a half more 
for supplying their families and furnish- 
ing bounties. The State contributions 
for sick and wounded soldiers, etc., have 
been eight hundred thousand dollars ; 
for harbor and other defenses, ete., thir- 
teen millions Another million is known 
to have been contributed by private in- 
dividuals for this object. Private con- 
tributions fur the care and comfort of 
The con- 
tributions for freedmen and refugees is 
six hundred and forty thousand dollars. 
And the work is going on and increas- 
ing, as we see by the Metropolitan Fair, 
that raised a million dollars. We have 
had individual examples of liberality, 
such as was seldom or never known 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, we think, leads in 
the greatness of his donations.

Coronet L. C. Baxer.—Ovlonel Baker, 
whose achievements as a secret agent of 
the War Department deserve special 
record, was born at Central New York, 
in 1826, but with bis father emigrated 
to the West, where he grew to manhood 

e then removed to Philadelphia, en 
ging in mechanical business, and su! 
quently, in 1853, to California, Here he 
was so conspicuous a member of the 
Vigilance Committee of San Francisca 
that, after having in a great measure pus 
rified CulifurniaiMsociety of its evil ele+ 
ments, his coadjutors demanded that hd 
shguld be received into the regular pu+ 
lice ofthat city. He served as agent iu 
the Police Department of the Pacific 
coast for 4} years, gaining the highest 
reputation, The war breaking out, he 
proceeded to Washington to tender his 
services to the Government, and pro- 
posed to raise a company, being, howev- 
er, appointed a Secret Agent of the War 
Department by General Scott. After 
various important services, he was sent 
asa scout to Richmond. He was at 
first captured by Heintzelman’s. pickets 
and sent back ta Washington, but a 
fortnight later succeeded iy being ecap- 
tured by rebel pickets and was sent to 
Richmond. There he obtained an inter- 
view with Jeff. Davis, and contrived by 
certain representations to induce Jetf. 
Davis to set him at liberty on pa- 
role, and subsequeutly left Richmond 
for Fredericksburg. Having obtained 
all the information he wanted, he struck. 
for our lines, was captured by rebel 
scouts, escaped from them at night and 
got safely across the Potomac, and two 
days afterward laid before General Scott 
a complete map of the defenses in and 
about ‘Richmond, Fredricksburg, and. 
Manassas. 


A Nice Lerrer.—The following rebel 
letter, recently found on the battle-field,. 
gives “ Sergeant Graham’s” impression. 
as to the “situation :” : 

“My Sainted Love :—If the Yankee 
cusses will let me alone I will write you’ 
a letter. General U. S. Grant is a bull- 
dog and Meade is a match for the devil.’ 
No matter how deeply we enseonce our- 
selves in the woods, the Yankees, are 
sure to find us out. They eharge on our 
works again and again, and very often | 
take them from us. They fight more 
fiercely than I have ever seen them As 
for digging, Grant beats McClellan all 
hollow. The Yankees build strong rifle- - 
pits, and then our officers ask us to 
charge them. We have done so, and 
they have given us hell every time. My 
sainted love, you will excuse me for 
using this language, but if you were 
with us you would say that they gave us 
hell, too.
